GENEVA, Dec. 8.—A battle of the 
new world against the old world dom­ 
ination of the League of Nations op­ 
ened today. N. W. Rowell of the Ca- 
nadian delegation, in an impassioned 
speech, warned the assembly that 
Canada and other powers would not 
yield to European control of the 
League of Nations. 
“European statesmanship drenched 
the world with blood. Fifty thousand 
in dead was the price that Canada 
paid,” cried the Canadian delegate. 
This declaration waa made during 
debate on the report on technical or­ 
ganization of the league. Rowell ex­ 
pressed fears that on account of the 
distance, non-European nations would 
send second-class diplomats, white the 
European powers, being near at hand, 
would send flrst-class diplomats who 
would gain control. 
This statement was greeted with 
applause. Australia quickly lined up 
with Canada, widening the break in 
the representation of the British Em­ 
pire. 
Sir E. D. Millen, representing Aus­ 
tralia, warmly supported the Canadian 
protest. 
Ha declared that Australia 
would not contribute financial aid to 
expensive technical organization, not 
provided for in the League of Nations 
covenant, but created by Europeans 
for their own benefit, 
Gabriel Hanotaux, of the French 
delegation, made reply to Mr. Rowell’s 
speech. 
“France fought for the whole world. 
Are you going to refuse to give her 
her rights t ” he cried.
